The petticoats descend- 
ed no farther than the knee, which is concealed 
by a pair of drawers, reaching as low ae the calf 
of the leg, and the foot being first swathed in 
thres or four successive pairs of stockings, is 
thrust into the toe of a fancifully ornamented 
shoe, with an unusually high heel. Four or five 
gowns and other garments, heaped on with less 
taste than profusion, complete this singular mas- 
querade, and all are secured at the waist by a 
velvet stomacher, richly embroidered, and glit- 
tering with gilded spangies. The hair of th 

oung female is first plaited into long trip 

raids, and thea twisted round the head, intor- 
laced with strings of zechins, mahmondis, and 
other golden coims, or left to flow gracefully be- 
hind them.

Her head was encircled with « turban, or 
covered with a species of mitre, of enor- 
mous height, from the summit of which ribands 
floated in the air, [ke the streamers from the 
head of a mast. Her tunic was half of one co- 
lour and half of another; a zone deeply embroi- 
dered and richly ornamented with gold, confin- 
ed her waist, and from it suspended in front two 
daggers in their respective pouches. Thus at- 
tired she rode in the company of hes knight to 
jousts and tournaments. 


THE WEDDING RING. 

The use of the wedding ring may be traced to 
the Egyptians, who placed it, ‘as we do, on the 
fourth finger of the left hand, because they be- 
lieved that a vein or nerve ran direct!y from the 
finger to the heart. The Gieeks and Romans 
adopted their belief, and foliowed their example 

The Jewish wives wore it on the index or fore 
finger. Christian usages have been various im 
this respect. In the early Greek church, the ring 
was worn on the right hand by both husband 
and wife; and in some churches in the north of 
Europe, it was put upon several fingers succes 

sively, in the names of the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost—being finally left upon the fourth.

object, were they to be detained, afier they 
have given satistactory proof of reformation, 
and have become habituated to labour, and when 
they artive at proficiency in any art, and become 
capable of earning wages. The mechanics 
who employ the boys, allow for their daily la- 
bour, of eyght working hours, 12 1.2 cents each; 
a mun altogether inadequate to the discharge 
of the share of expense whieh would fall to 
each individual 

The exhibits annexed to the Treasurer's Re 
port, will show the actual disbursements and 
the sources of revenue, and will plead for a 
farther ext. nmon ef the bounty of Lie pudire.

LATEST FROM ENGLAND. 

The Duke of Wellington is still mach indis- 
posed, although not seriously ill.

Thie kind of manure, saysthe wr- 
ter, causes potatoes to be much more mealy,and 
ofa finer flavor than when they are produced by 
the application of ashes or dung. ; 
The following jadicious observations on this 
subject are from the 2d volume of ‘Memoirs of 
the rd of Agricuitare of the Btate of New 
York.’’ 

“Potatoes should be planted the first ten days 
in May, or « little before the planting of Iadian 
corn. But it is better to — the planting 
of potatoes than ofcorn. Therefore in the hurry 
of spring work, farmers often leave their pota- 
toes to be planted in the last week of May. To 
plant them ee | will never injure the crop at 
any season, and if the season happens to be a 
dry about harvest time, the crop will be muc 
better than if planted the first of May. 

“Seed potatoes should never be cut—one 
large w potatoe is sufficient for a bill. The 
outside skin of the potato, called the cuticle, is 
the most durable part, and retains the moisture 
for the use of the young plant, until it is all ex- 
hausted. If potatoes are cut the nutritive 
juice is absorbed in a great measure by the earth. 

otatoes is more manifest 
on a dry eoil than iF eneiat. It is a mistaken 
opinion that a whole potatoe is not good, on 
account of bringing the plants too near toge- 
ther; for the roots will yield all we seek for, 
apread in ell directions, and fill the hill. 

** Potatoes if planted in a sandy or loamy soil 
will yield one third more if a table spoonful of 
plaster be thrown upon the naked potatoes in 
each bill afer they are covered. 

«Yard manure is very uveful if laid over the 

tatoes in each hill, and after an inch of soii 

i been laid upon them; and then the hill 
covered as deep as usual. But if the manure be 
laid directly upon the seed or under it, a drought 
will injure the crop. 

‘The most convenient method of raising po- 
tatoes is to plant them about the margin of corn 
fields. Then a horse may turn upon them, 
when ploughing among corn, without injury.’’

Receipt for removing Spots from Cloth. 

The soldiers in garrison at Meaubcuge 
have for some time past, for the purpose of 
removing stains from their clothes, made use 
of a water composed from the following re- 
ceipt:—-Pour a quart of warm water into a 
glazed earthen pan, and add a small quan- 
tity of white soap, and an ounce of powder 
of kali of Alicant: when this is thorough- 
ly dissolved, add two spoonful of ox-gal and 
a little essence of lavender.
